Dear  Patrons  of  the  Women’s  Christian  Association : — 
The  revolving  wheels  of  time  have  swung  us  so  rapidly  to 
another  anniversary  of  our  organization,  that  we  started  and 
shrank  that  the  history  of  another  year,  which  the  recording- 
angel  has  already  written  above,  must  be  attempted  to  be  re¬ 
vealed  to  you.  We  would  fain  have  passed  on  doing  our 
work  quietly,  and  we  trust  faithfully,  as  God  gives  us  wisdom 
and  strength  to  serve  Him  in  the  person  of  His  humblest 
disciple,  or  His  most  wayward  straying  creature  ;  but  the 
confidence  you  have  reposed  in  us,  in  making  us  your  almon¬ 
ers,  and  the  hope  of  exciting  a  wider  and  deeper  interest  in 
the  community  generally,  in  the  work  in  which  we  are  en¬ 
gaged,  brings  us  before  you  in  this  public  manner. 

The  object  of  the  “Women’s  Christian  Association”  after 
a  three  years’  existence  in  your  midst  must  be  too  well  known 
to  need  reiteration  here,  and  it  only  remains  for  us  to  briefly 
report  something  of  what  has  been  accomplished,  and  that 
through  many  drawbacks,  first  from  the  various  other  engage¬ 
ments  of  many  of  our  active  members  during  the  Centennial 
year,  and  then  the  disheartening  distractions  and  depressions 
caused  by  the  financial  affairs  of  our  city ;  yet  through  it  all, 
if  we  cannot  tell  you  of  marked  advancement,  by  the  good 
hand  of  our  God  upon  us,  and  your  kindness,  we  are  not 
called  upon  to  report  decreasing  work,  or  a  much  diminished 
treasury. 

The  first  month  of  our  fiscal  year  (June,  181 6,)  was  an  exceed, 
ingly  trying  one,  as  in  addition  to  the  duties  assumed  to  our 
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regular  boarders,  we  had  the  anxiety  and  labors  of  hospital 
work  in  two  severe  cases  of  illness,  one  of  which  resulted  in 
death  ;  this  young  girl  had  been  a  boarder  for  three  months  ; 
was  ill  with  consumption  when  received,  and  died  Tuesday 
evening,  June  21th,  we  think  both  temporally  and  spiritually, 
she  was  the  better  for  the  care  she  received  whilst  with  us,  as 
we  have  the  pleasant  recollection  of  the  scene  in  that  “upper 
chamber”  where  that  new  believer  obeyed  the  “Do  this  in  re¬ 
membrance  of  me,”  soon  after  as  we  trust  to  go  to  drink  it 
new  in  her  Father’s  Kingdom. 

A  little  later  in  the  season  one  of  the  children  who  had  been 
most  frequently  an  inmate  of  our  “day  nursery,”  was  trans¬ 
planted,  we  hope  to  grow  forever  in  the  garden  of  our  Lord. 

During  this  month  also,  one  of  our  active  and  most  inter¬ 
ested  managers,  Mrs.  Dr.  Bechtel,  was  called  to  a  higher 
service,  leaving  us  to  mourn  the  departure  of  an  earnest  as¬ 
sociate  and  co-worker.  We  have  had  a  larger  number  of 
regular  borders  than  during  any  previous  year,  and  the  tran¬ 
sient  lodgers  who  numbered  over  200  were  considerably  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  our  last  report ;  the  majority  of  these  were  entertained 
without  remuneration.  The  dining  room  also  has  furnished 
since  June  1,  1816,  8,169  meals  ;  a  much  larger  number  than 
in  any  previous  corresponding  period  of  time.  Although 
providing  both  lodgings  and  board  at  such  low  rates,  so  many 
persons  having  to  be  cared  for  who  cannot  pay  anything,  makes 
the  revenue  from  those  sources  small. 

In  the  employment  office  54  persons  have  been  supplied  with 
service  places,  wdiilst  more  than  treble  that  number  of  appli¬ 
cants,  for  lack  of  proper  training,  good  reference,  or  not  being 
of  suitable  age,  could  not  obtain  situations. 

The  sewing  school  on  Saturday  afternoon  has  been  open  from 
October  first,  until  May ;  the  number  on  the  list  numbering 
92,  with  an  average  attendance  of  80.  Here  the  ladies  have 
been  specially  encouraged  with  the  increasing  interest  of  the 
girls  in  all  th*e  instruction  given  them,  and  their  growing  im¬ 
provement  in  deportment,  as  well  as  the  use  of  the  needle. 
113  garments  were  made  by  the  girls  and  received  by  them  as 
a  reward  for  their  diligence. 
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In  our  day  nursery  five  mothers  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period, 
have  placed  their  children  for  care  while  they  were  at  work ; 
this  department  having  been  used  during  the  past  year  110 
days. 

The  committee  who  have  specially  the  charge  of  endeavor¬ 
ing  to  rescue  deluded  straying  womanhood,  with  so  little  pe¬ 
cuniary  aid  at  command  for  the  purpose,  and  in  their  preplexity 
in  devising  the  best  means  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  de¬ 
sired  object,  take  pleasure  in  the  fact  that  at  least  two  Chris¬ 
tian  ladies  have  been  found  who,  adding  to  their  faith  and  hope, 
the  third,  much  harder  to  be  practised  grace,  and  believing  that 
“the  greatest  of  these  is  charity,”  having  been  willing,  and 
have  given  those  unhappy  ones  places  in  shop  and  kitchen, 
with  a  chance  for  their  regaining  hope  and  retrieving  lost  char¬ 
acter.  Interest  in  other  cases  has  been  manifested,  and  efforts 
made  to  win  them  to  a  better  life  ;  but  to  human  view  with  no 
good  results  except  in  one  apparently  the  most  hardened  who, 
ere  she  was  called  to  try  the  realities  of  another  existence, 
gave  encouragement  for  the  hope  that  she  had  passed  from 
death  unto  life,  and  another  cheering  evidence  that  those 
lowest  in  the  depths  of  misery  and  vice  can  be  lifted  up  to 
heights  of  exalting  joy  and  praise,  through  faith  in  His  name. 

Through  the  kindness  of  friends  our  library  has  been  in¬ 
creased  to  81  volumes  ;  other  contributions  of  a  suitable  char¬ 
acter  for  this  list  will  be  gratefully  received. 

Aside  from  voluntary  contribution  for  the  support  of  this 
institution,  but  two  special  efforts  have  been  made  during  the 
year  to  replenish  our  treasury  ;  the  Bundle  party  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1816,  and  Mrs.  Julia  M’Nair  Wright’s  lecture  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1877  ;  but  we  are  under  great  obligations  to  the  county 
commissioners  and  cit^y  officers  for  remitting  the  taxes  on  the 
property  we  occupy  for  our  benefit,  and  are  truly  grateful  for 
this  relief. 

Our  trust  still  is  that  this  work  will  so  commend  itself  to 
all  as  to  merit  its  cheerful  support,  and  that  the  balance  now 
remaining  in  our  treasurer’s  hands  can  be  reserved  as  a  nucleus 
for  a  fund,  to,  at  some  future  time,  purchase  a  property  for  our 
use.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  Drs.  Franciscus  and  Dunott  for 
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professional  visits,  the  Editors  of  the  Patriot  and  Telegraph 
for  their  favors,  and  to  the  gentlemen  who  have  aided  us  with 
legal  advice  and  labors. 

The  prayer  meeting  formerly  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  was 
last  fall  changed  to  Thursday  afternoon,  and  the  members  of 
the  “Women’s  Union  Temperance  Prayer  Meeting”  invited 
to  join  us;  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions  this  meeting  has 
never  been  omitted,  and  thus  the  blessing  promised  to  united 
earnest  prayer  has  been  insured. 

In  taking  leave  of  the  year  just  behind  us,  we  have  cause 
for  many  grateful  recollections  as  well  as  regrets  that  no  more 
was  accomplished,  or  in  a  better  manner,  but  as  such  under¬ 
takings,  like  the  Christian  growth  of  individuals,  has  to  be 
promoted  by  having  faith  in  constant  exercise,  we  step  hope¬ 
fully  forward  in  the  confidence  that  it  is  the  work  of  Him, 
who,  when  on  earth  had  not  where  to  lay  Ilis  head,  and  who 
has  said  “inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least 
of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.”

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CONSTITUTION. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  undersigned,  desiring  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of 
Christ,  and  in  imitation  of  Him,  deeming  it  a  privilege  to  work 
for  the  uplifting  of  humanity,  and  believing  it  will  assist  in 
the  fulfillment  of  the  command  “That  ye  love  one  another,” 
and  be  promotive  of  unity,  love  and  good  works  in  our  midst, 
and  impressed  with  the  importance  of  concentrated  effort  for 
the  elevation  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral  and  spiritual 
condition  of  women  and  children,  do  hereby  adopt  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Constitution: 

ARTICLE  I— NAME. 

The  name  of  the  Association  shall  be  “The  Women’s 
Christian  Association  of  Harrisburg.” 

ARTICLE  II— OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  elevation  of  the 
physical,  mental,  moral  and  religious  condition  of  women  and 
children. 

ARTICE  III— MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  The  members  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of 
four  classes,  viz  :  active,  associate,  life  and  honorary  members. 

Section  2.  Any  woman  who  is  a  member  in  regular  standing 
of  an  Evangelical  church,  may  become  an  active  member  of  this 
Association  by  signing  the  Constitution  and  the  payment  of 
one  dollar  annually  in  advance.  Active  members  only  shall 
be  eligible  to  office. 

Section  3.  Any  woman  of  good  moral  character  may  be¬ 
come  an  associate  member  of  this  Association,  by  the  payment 
of  one  dollar  annually  in  advance,  and  on  signing  the  Consti¬ 
tution  will  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  active  mem¬ 
bers,  except  eligibility  to  office. 

Section  4.  Life  members  may  be  constituted  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  twenty  dollars  at  any  one  time,  subiect  jowever,  to 
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the  restrictions  and  qualifications  named  in  sections  two  and 
three  of  this  article. 

Section  5.  Honorary  members  may  be  constituted  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Sectioii  6.  All  applications  for  membership  and  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  qualifications  of  the  applicants  shall  be  reported 
through  a  special  committee,  and  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  shall  be  required  to  elect  said  applicant. 

ARTICLE  IY— OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of 
a  President,  six  Vice  Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant  Treasurer  and 
a  Board  of  Managers  consisting  of  three  members  from  each 
denomination  of  which  the  officers  elect  shall  be  ex-officio 
members. 

Section  2.  All  the  above  named  officers  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Any  officer  absent  from  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the 
Association  without  presenting  sufficient  cause  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  having  resigned  her  position.  All  vacancies  caused 
by  resignation  or  otherwise  shall  be  filled  by  election  at  the 
next  regular  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V— DUTIES  AND  POWERS  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  and  in  her 
absence  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  to  preside  over  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Association  and  Board  of  Managers,  to  appoint 
committees  and  call  special  meetings,  and  to  have  a  general 
supervision  over  the  work  of  the  Association.  She  shall  be* 
ex-officio ,  a  member  of  all  committees. 

Section  2.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes 
of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and  Association,  notify  all  offi¬ 
cers  of  their  election  and  committees  of  their  appointment. 

Section  3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  the  organ 
of  the  Association  in  its  conference  with  the  public.  She  shall 
record  all  letters  written  by  her  in  a  book  kept  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  and  shall  prepare  the  annual  report. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  financial  agent  of  the 
Association ;  shall  collect  all  dues  and  disburse  them  on  orders 
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directed  by  the  Association,  signed  by  the  President.  She 
shall  keep  a  full  and  correct  account  of  her  transactions  and 
report  to  the  Association  at  its  annual  and  monthly  meetings, 
and  whenever  else  required.  Two  suitable  persons  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  Board  of  Managers  to  audit  the  account  of  the 
Treasurer.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  her  office,  she 
shall  give  bond  with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  President 
and  Vice  Presidents  in  the  sum  of  dollars  for  the  faith-’ 

ful  performance  of  said  office. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
assisted  by  the  members  of  the  Association  to  seek  out  women 
taking  up  their  residence  in  Harrisburg,  and  endeavor  to  bring 
them  under  moral  and  religious  influences,  by  aiding  them  in 
the  selection  of  suitable  boarding  places  and  employment,,  by 
introducing  them  to  the  members,  and  privileges  of  this  As¬ 
sociation,  encouraging  their  attendance  at  some  place  of  wor¬ 
ship,  and  by  every  means  in  their  power,  surrounding,  them 
with  Christian  associates. 

It  shall  be  their  duty  also  to  exert  themselves  to  interest 
the  churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong,  in  the  objects 
and  welfare  of  the  Association,  and  to  induce  all  suitable 
women  to  connect  themselves  with  it,  and  to  use  all  practicable 
means  for  increasing  its  activity  and  usefulness. 

ARTICLE  VI— AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution,  excepting  article  three,  may  be  altered 
or  amended  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present :  Provided ,  Due  notice 
shall  have  been  given  of  said  intention  at  a  preceding  meeting- 
of  the  Association. 

The  work  of  the  Association  shall  be  enlarged  in  the  same 
way  as  occasion  may  require. 

AMENDMENTS. 

.1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  two  members 
from  each  church,  the  officers  elect  being  ex-officio  members. — 
Adopted  July  2,  1814. 

2.  To  strike  out  the  words  “an  Assistant  Treasurer,”  from 
section  first  of  article  fourth.

its  business  affairs  when  called  for.
